Interesting statistics regarding housing. in 
Belfast were given by Councillor J. W. T. 
Watters in a lecture at Ballynafeigh. Deal- 
ing with the Corporation’s building efforts, 
he said that under the ‘ assisted ” scheme 
they had provided 363 parlour and 96 kitchen 
houses; under the unemploymcnt relief 
scheme 584 parlour and 518 kitchen houses, 
and under the subsidy scheme 88 parlour and 
913 kitchen houses, making a grand total 
of 2,562 houses. 

Practically £1,000,000 had been advanced 
by the Corporation under the Small Dwellings 
Acquisitions Acts on about 2, houses 
Remarking that only £1,850 of bad debts 
had been incurred .on these advances up to 
the present, the lecturer claimed that this 
spoke well for the care shown by the Corpo- 
vation in dealing with applications

During a discussion at Wexford Corpora- 
tion regarding the building of certain houses 
Mr, Clancy said that Irish slates should be 
got, and that the money should be kept in 
the country. Ennisecrthy was building 
thirty-one houses, and there was not a second 
question about getting Irish slates, while 
Wexford Corporation could not afford to give 
an order for Irish slates, and keep the money 
in the country, ‘and hot tú be sending away 


industry. 

The Mayor said he had always deprecated 
criticising the activities of other public 
bodies. The cost of Irish slates for the 
houses the Corporation were building would 
be £39, while the cost of dsbestos slates 
would be £15, that was £24 of a difference.

MODERN GAS FIRES. 
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| 20th November, for laying 130 yards of four. 


Some advantager of the modern “beam “” 
radiant for domestic gas fires were demon- 
strated last week in the. research laboratories 
of Radiation, Limited, at Grosvenor place, 
London, in the presence of an audience o* 
doctors and Press representatives. Compared 
with the original radiant made of clay, the 
‘beam ” radiant produces an increased pro- 
ortion of the short, infra-red rays of the 
ind emitted by the sun, and its warmth is 
consequently more comfortable. <A fine hypo- 
dermic. needle converted into a “ thermo- 
couple ”" had been inserted, lengthwise under 
the skin, into the arm of one of the research 
staff of the company. Mechanism had beer 
attached to .measure the sub-cutaneous tem- 
perature. The arm was held in the warmth 
of a ‘ beam” radiant, and in a mihvte or 
two a temperature of 6 deg. or 7 deg. Centi- 
grade, above biood-heat was recorded, the 
subject testifying that it was not acconipanied 
by any sensation of scorching. 
Professox...deeonard...Hill, of the. National | 
Institute of Medical Research, attended-the 
demonstration. He said. that. he had been 
workinz with his. eolleagues on the same sub- 
ject =the greater penelrative power of “he 
infra-red rays‘ upon the skin—«nd. bad ob- 
tained similar results to those now described. 
His experience of gas fires in: daily life had 
shown him that the “ beam ” radiant did 
away with the dry, uncomfortable feeling pro- 
duced. bv the older type of radiant, ‘Experi 
ment had proved also, he said, that prolonged 
baths in the rays emitted by “ beam ” 
taciants increased the bodily resistance to in,

MORE SUBSIDIES FOR 
HOUSE. BUILDERS. 


The intentions of the Northern [Ireland 
Government in respect to housing subsides 
are outtined in a letter directed to all loca! 
bodies coneerned. In the course of the letter, 
it is stated that the Minister of Home Afiairs 
has decided to ask Parliament to contimue 
tic subsidy tor a further year. i.e. until 
the álst Mareh, 1931. 

‘Under the Government's proposals the 
amount of the.subsidy. will remain as at 
present, viz., per house, or £100 per 
trusé if the houses are completed within a 
period of six months from the date of then 
commencement, while. the power given to 
local authorities under previous Housing 
Acts to supplement. the Government sub- 
sidy by a Mad sum grant, not exceeding 
£40, or a free of interest loan, not exceeding 
£100 per. house, will ‘be continued, also the 
power to exempt subsidy houses from rates, 

“'Phe Ministry hopes that all focal 
authorities will see their way to grant one 
or. other of these supplemental facilities nn 
respect of subsidy houses erected in then 
areas during the year 

‘The recent Housing Acts passed by the 
( overnment of Northern Lreland have been 
framed and designed with the object ot 
encotraging the erection, of houses which 


would pot be beyond the means of workers 
iat low rates of waves, and it was with this 


object in view that the superficial area of 
houses qualifying for Government grants 
was limited to a maximium of 650. square 
feet. 

‘‘ Cases have lately come to the notice of 
ths Ministry where houses have been 
deliberately designed with a view to easy 
enlargement once. subsidy has been paid, 


.or.even with a view of converting two semi- 


detached houses into one large. villa resid- 
ence. H this practice were to remain 
unchecked, it would result in the defeat ot 
the main purpose of the Housing Acts, and 
accordingly “the: Ministry’ proposes to ask 
Parliament. fer power refuse to pay 
subsidies in respect of such structures, oi 
to recover the amóunt paid by way of grants, 
if enlargement or conversion takes place 
within a prescribed period of years

AA 588 DOMENECH'S book of travels, 

““Seven Years’ Residence in North 
America,” has become a classic, and it 
seems strange that his later work, ‘‘ Les 
Gorges du  ODiable,’’. should remain 
comparatively. unknown and neglected—a 
fate which it.ill deserves. This volume, 
which is a record of Abbé Domenech’s tour 
in Ireland, was published in Paris sixty- 
five years ago. 

It was raining when the Abbé arrived 
at Kingstown, and it rained too often for 
his comfort while he remained in Ireland. 
Our climate he considered ‘‘ detestable, or 
at least very damp”; but he can jest 
about his discomfort. ‘‘To«morrow,’’ he 
writes, “ will be a fine day; all the waters 
in the sky have come down to-day. Delu- 
sion! Next day the atmosphere was again 
overcharged, and thus it continued till I 
thought that the ocean and the clouds had 
changed places with each other. In this 
state of permanent deluge the sun. is 
allowed no time to ripen the crops; but, 
perhaps, it is the moon, or they grow 
yellow with age.” He gravely states that 
he often looked at his clothes with a 
magnifying glass, thinking to discover 
moss or fungi growing on them. 

The Abbé left his hotel in Suffolk street, 
Dublin, at ten o’clock in the morning of 
his arrival to call on Sir William Wilde 
and others, but could see nobody. He 
returned to the hotel, wet to the skin and 
poorer in pocket to the extent of ten francs 
for car hire. He wearily comments, “ The 
Trish are rather lazy.’’ Later in the day 
he tried again, and now achieved his 
object. Needless to say, he was warmly 
welcomed ; and the reception was but a 
foretaste of the hearty céad mile fáilte 
tendered to the Abbé during his’ three 
months’ tour in Ireland. Hie eulogises 
our traditional Irish hospitality. ‘‘It is 
easier for a stranger,’’ he charmingly 
notes, ‘‘ to enter a house than to leave it.’’ 


DUBLIN SOCIETY. 


“I do not profess to have discovered 
Ireland,’’ writes the Abbé, thus disarming 
any criticism which might be levelled 
at his book; and, as it is occasionally 
desirable that we should see ourselves as 
others see us, the shrewd observations of 
our visitor may be quoted to advantage. 
He is charmed with Dublin society and its 
brilliant conversationalists. Irish ladies, 
in his opinion, have a great: taste for 
music, but they have not got a true 
musical ear. They show great skill at the 
piano, but their methods of singing are 
deplorable and their choruses atrocious. 

Dublin is dirty. ‘‘The streets are 
running sewers in which women and 
children splash their bare feet.” The 
fancied resemblance of Dublin Bay to the 
Bay of Naples he dismisses as a flight of 
our exuberant Celtic imagination. The 
Abbé pays tribute to the beauty of Irish- 
women, and records that the loveliness of 
their auburn tresses has rightly been 
celebrated by our poets. Irish maidens are 
taller and more graceful than their 
English sisters. “If pretty feet are not 
common in Ireland, it is becaúse they are 
rare everywhere.” He gleefully mentions 
that old maids are rare in Ireland. 

It cannot be denied that he displays a 
penetrating judgment in his estimate of 
the Irish people.. “ The Irish race is 
with charming qualities— 
imagination, eloquence, poetry, generosity 
and courage; it loves its memories. ... . 
The Irish people are an unprogressive 
people who live on aspirations and 
memories — never in the present.” 
** Energy in Ireland,” he writes, “ often 
degenerates into brutality, generosity into 
extravagance, a taste for pleasures into 
childishness, courage into audgcity, and 
yeligious zeal into superstition 
Enthusiasm and inconstancy are the hall- 
marks stamped on an Irishman’s feelings 
and actions, thus rendering both sterile 
inetheir effects. ... The Irish character 
may be summed up in two words—gaiety 
and generosity ; perhaps I. should also add : 
improvidence, the mother of inconstancy,”’ 


PATRIOTISM A HOBBY. 


The Abbé is sarcastic at the expense of 

an old lady whom he met at a social func- 
tion near Dublin. She spoke to him in a 
language unknown to philology, but which 
she called “ French,’ assuring him that 
she had spoken it fluently in her youth. 
“I concluded,’’ comments the Abbé, “ that 
she laboured under a delusion, as her 
French must have been that which was 
uscd by the ancient Saxons at the Court 
of Wiliam the Conqueror.’’ 

Our visitor was an ardent Gaelic 
League, He laments the neglect of the 
Irish language, and urges the unmarried 
women of Ireland to form a patriotic 
association whose :2xembers would refuse to 
marry any tran unless he spoke Irish 
fluently. ‘‘ But,” as he _ pertinently 
remarks, “probably, the young ladies will 
not care to prove the sincerity of their | 
patriotism in this fashion—fearing to die 
old maids.’’ 

Patriotism, the Abbé considers, is the 
great hobby (dada) of the Irish nation, 
but the quality varies according to the 
urades of scciety. The patriotism of the 
lower classes is deep and sincere. Among 
the middle classes it is, like the family 
heirlooms, carefully treasured and put 
aside, to be exhibited occasionally to 
tourists and at election times. Among the 
rich it is a useless luxury of no value. Of 
the good qualities of the peasants our 
traveller is never weary—their ingenuity, 
their docility and the rapidity of their 
perception. Far from being lazy, they are 
Jaborious and have an aptitude for all 
sorts of work. Their clothes the Abbé 
considers more or less ugly, and their hats 
impossible. The straight, stiff collars of 
the men do not appeal to his esthetic 
sense, nor the dresses of the women. 
“Their costumes have no pretensions to 
grace or beauty." 


FAREWELL TO FAIRIES. 


The Abbé does not entertain very 
leasing memories of Kilmallock. At the 
otel there he asked for a cutlet and was 
served a “ Gargantuan bancuet ’’—half a 
sheep and half a bushel of potatoes. The 
crowing of the Kilmallock cocks kept him 
awake all night. He, therefore, advises 
travellers who wish to sleep, not to visit 
the Baalbec of Ireland. In the harbour of 
Cove he was shown the battered hulk of 
a ‘French frigate taken during the 
Napoleonic wars. She was called 
“T'Inconstant.” The Abbé remarked to 
his informant: ‘‘ What could you expect 
from a ship with such a name? Her 
‘is due less to your bravery than

traditions and our folklore. The fairy elves 
and all the figures of Irish mythology leave 
the castles of the amg we the bus of 
the peasants ; they take refuge in one- 
some glens and in the western islands, thus 
making their domiciles hard to find. The 
strange, aerial music is heard no longer in 
the valleys or on the mountains; the 
romances of their mysterious lives are no 
longer told around the fire, to amuse or 
instruct.the rising generation. 


Postal Difficulties. 


Mingling with the crowd at the General 
Post Office in Sackville street the other 
evening, I found that sevéral people had 
the greatest difficulty in posting their 
letters. The» light outside the buildin 
is very poor, and, in addition to the 
lighting, the public have to contend with 
almost illegible lettering on the letter- 
boxes. I saw people moving froth box to 
| box in a vain attempt to find the correct 
one in which to place their correspondence, 
In a few short weeks Christmas will be 
here, and something should be done to 
remedy these defects, and thus lessen 
postal difficulties, which will be increased 
daily as that busy season draws near. 


Post MW eridiem. 


I have noticed that some people have 
difficulty in finding the correct time to use 
the abbreviations a.m. and p.m. The 
other evening I was travelling upon a 
motor omnibus which carried beside its 
list of fares the announcement that double 
fares would be charged after 12 p.m., 
which, I imagine, is midday; but the 
passengers ignored the edict and paid 
ordinary fares. At this I began to 
examine similar announcements upon 
other vehicles. Most played for safety 
and wrote 12 midnight, and one showed 
traces of the doubt: for the ““m”' of mid. 
night was written like a palimnsest over 
the “p” of first thoughts. . When one 
comes to think of it, it is a nice problem.

“This blatant  oyster-can  Jabel,”’ 
remarks the (Chesterfieldian critic, ‘‘ lists 
a chain-gang of editors as numerous as 
Falstafi’s ragged army and as tattered 
mentaliy as they are sartorially. ..

The bouquets of the Leader, which is the 
organ of Jri&h Republicanism in its 
locality, is due to the fact that the 
Datly Califernian made a joking remark 
in rather poor taste about the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians.

The Patron Saint of Lace. 


Ireland has been a lace-making country 
for some centuries, and has a widespread 
reputation for certain Jaces; yet few Irish 
people know the history of the patron saint 
of lace. A certain kind of lace made in 
the Haute Loire.on wooden frames was 
forbidden as an ornament of dress some 
centuries ago, except on the garments of 
very high personages. This law may have 
arisen in France—as it did in Italy in the 
Middle Ages—to curtail extravagance. 
Certain districts in France were 
threatened with ruin by this decree, and 
Francis Regis, a gentleman of the Haufe 
Loire country, took up the case of the poor 
lace-makers. ‘‘Ayez courage,” he said, 
‘“‘le dentelle ne perira pas" “Have 
courage; the lace will not perish.’’ The 
lace has survived to the present time, and 
a grateful people brought the efforts of 
Francis Regis in the matter, and the many 
good deeds of his life, to the notice of 
the Vatican, with the result that he was 
canonised St. Francia. Regis, and became 
the patron saint of lace-makers.

St. Martin’s creat deed was 
the sharing of hia cloak with a beggar in 
mid-winter. and so he is the special 
protector of homeless men. Tha warm 
snell associated with his festival originated 
the exbression “At. Martin’s Summer’”’ 
hut it has not heen in evidence this vear. 
He is patron of France, wrobablv derivine 
that vositior from aid civen to Mrrtel at 
the Battle of Tours, which saved Western 
Europe from Islam.

UNHAPPY MARRIAGE 
LATE IN LIFE. 
———

BERLIN, Wednesday. 
Frau Zoubkoff (Princess Viktoria of 
Prussia), grand-daughter of Queen Vic- 
toria of England sister of the former 
German Emperor, died in a Bonn hospital 
at 7.30 this morning from pneumonia. 
Born in the new palace at Potsdam in 
1866, surrounded ge every aes 
d luxury,. was married in 
1300" S Prince Adolf of Schaumburg- 
Lippe, 
Vet 


who died in 1916. 

was not kind to this Hohenzollern 
Princess in her declining years; for she 
ended her days in penury, embittered 
against life, which had become painful to 
her since her marriage a couple of years 
ago to Alexander bkoff, a young 
Russian of doubtful antecedents, whose 
scandalous mode of living led him to be 
expelled from Germany and his wife 
finally to sue for divorce. 

HORRIFIED RELATIONS. 

The Princess's relations were horrified 
when she announced that she intended to 
marry this unknown Russian, and tried 
to dissuade her, but in vain, as she was 
convinced that it was a love match. Dis- 
illusion soon came when she found that 
her young husband and his friends were 
chiefly interested in getting all the money 
possible out of her. The final rupture 
occurred when Zoubkoff was expelled 
from Germany for outrageous conduct in 
a Berlin cabaret. 

The Princess was in the end forced to 
sell up everything she ssed in her 
palace at Bonn in order to pay her 
creditors. During the last few months 
she has lived an entirely secluded life in 
a small hotel at Mehlem, on the Rhine— 
a woman who had had scores of servants 
at her beck and call—at one time being 
‘too poor to afford to have even a maid to 
attend to her. 

A PEACEFUL END. 

Divorce papers were served on her 
husband recently, but the whole affair 
and the publicity which her married life 
had obtained preyed on the mind of the 
Princess, and she had been an ill woman 
for some time past. She used to take 
long walks by herself along the banks of 
the Rhine, and it was during these that 
she caught the chill which led to inflam- 
metion of the lungs and death. 

Her brother, the former Kaiser,. had 
never communicated with her since her 
marriage, but during her illness he has 
been kept telegraphically informed of her 
condition, and a ‘elegram announcing her 
death was despatched to him this morn- 
ing. With the exception of her attend- 
ants, no one was with her. She became 
more or less unconscious yesterday morn- 
ing, and did not again rally. Her end, 
after hours of suffering, was quite peace- 
ful. On Monday the Grand Duchess of 
Hessen, the Princess’s second sister, who 
had called at the hospital for the first 
time on the previous day, spent the whole 
afternoon with her, and a pacific reunion, 
after the separation caused by the unfor- 
tunate events of the past two years, took 
place. 

THE KAISER'S ANXIETY. 

During the last days the ex-Kaiser at 
Doorn and te Princess’s other sister, the 
ex-Queen of Greece, who is living at 
Florence, were in frequent telephone com- 
munication with Dr. Hagemany, medical 
superintendent of the hospital. Dr. Hage- 
mann informed Reuter’s correspondent 
this morning that the ex-Kaiser would 
have come to see his sister if it had been 
at all possible. It is a tragedy that this 
princess of the proud house of Hohen- 
zollern should die in a hospital, a bank- 
rupt, and the wife of a Russian adven- 
turer, whom she was seeking to divorce. 
Happily, her last hours of suffering were 
alleviated by the solicitude of her brother 
and sisters. 

After her marriage the Princess and her 
young husband received hundreds of con- 
gratulatory letters from all classes of 
society. At the same time unsavoury 
stories of Zoubkoff’s life, both past and 
present, were being circulated. The 
marriage proved disastrous, Zoubkoff’s 
behaviour being so scandalous that, fol- 
lowing an incident with a woman in a 
‘Berlin café, he was ordered by the Govern- 
ment to Jeave the country. Since then 
he. has lived more or less a wandering life. 
He resided in Belgium unt'l expelled. He 
has been heard of in Paris, and latterly 
he has earned further notoriety by accept- 
ing employment in various Luxembourg 


bars. 
A BANKRUPTCY SALE. 

The bankruptcy of the Princess and the 
sale of her effects in the Schaumburg- 
Lippe Palace are sensations of quite 
recent occurrence, The sale realisad 
£25,000—a sum much less than her total 


the custody of the Court pending the :e- 
sult of the litigation between the Princess 
and the Sckaumburg-Lippe family, who 
have laid claim to the contents of the 
palace. Pensions of various amounts have 
from time to time been granted to the 
Princess under agreements relating to her 
property by the Schaumburg-Lippe family, 
but latterly she had been dependent on 
allowances granted by the Bankruptcy 
Court and by her sister, the Graefin von 
Hessen. 

An cffer by the ex-Kaiser to liquidate 
her debts and to scttie on her a pension 
if she would divorce her roving husband 
was refused. Only Jast week, however, it 
was learned that the Princess had filed a 
petition for divorce in the Bonn Courts, 
and that Zoubkoff who, by arrangement. 
met a lawyer, had been officially served 
with the necessary notice. 

PRINCESS AND THE DIVORCE. 

The Princess is said to have stated that 
in filing her petition she was not acting 
under pressure by her family. She also 
made it known that she refused to make 
the divorce dependent on payments made 
to Zoubkoff, who. it is believed, wished to 
be free. The suit was to have heen heard 
on November 22nd. Zoubkoff, at the 
moment, is said to be again in Luxem- 
bourg. 

The body of the Princess will be re- 
moved to-morrow to Schloss Cronberg, in 
the Taunus, formerly Ahe residence of the 
¥mpress Frederick and the present seat 
of the Landgraf von Hessen where the 
burial will take plece.

POOR RELIEF METHODS. 


A LABOUR VISION OF DUBLIN'S

On the Committee stage of the Poor i 
(Dublin) Bill, 1929, . me 

Mr. EVERETT (Lab., Wicklow) moved an 
amendment to Section 2 to delete the pro- 
vision making it necessary for a person, in 
order to receive relief, to have been two 
years resident in Dublin County or Dublin 
County Borough. The ratepayers of Dublin 
he said, were not opposed to the bill—~— 

Mr. GOOD (Ind., Dublin County)—That 
statement is not correct, 

Mr. EVERETT said that im the réport of 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce it was 
siated that one gentleman said that there 
was no opposition, +notwithstanding the fact 
that a City Commissioner had warned the 
people that if the bill were passed there 
would be an increase in the rates. Notwith- 


_ standing the propaganda of the Chamber of 


“Commerce, they 


had failed to get the sup- 
port of the ratepayers. It was only when 
Dublin was asked to give the same relief as 
was given in all other counties that the 
Dublin deputies combined. The rates in 
Dublin had not’ mereased proportionately 
with the rest of the country, and they should 
not put up another boundary in the country. 

In County Wicklow they had propor- 
tionately a greater number of people from 
Dublin in receipt of relief than there would 
be people from Wicklow to be inet under this 
bill. He contended that the amount af 
money expended by officials in filling in 
forms and making inquiries about residence 
qualifications would be greater than the 
amount of relief which the applicant would 
be entitled to. He held that, no matter 
where @ man came from, if he was destitute, 
he was entitled to get relief. No man, un- 
less he was im a very bad way, would look 
for reheí.

He reminded Deputy Everett that when the 
was uisvanced forty or fifty 
tiousand meu stayed in Dubin and did not 
go back to the country.

The position in Dublin was that 
there were institutions in which indoor relief 
could be secured by the able-bodied. In 
this bill it was proposed that relief given 
outside those institutions should be given 
only to 
cation. Deputies apparently wanted to secure 
that every person applying for relief in the 
City and County of Dublin should get it, 
subject to the discretion of the Guardians. 
He reminded them of the possibility that 
people might come up from the country 
ostensibly to look for employment, but 
actually in the hope of getting relief. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Lab., Donegal) asked the 
Minister if he had taken into consideration 
the fact that indoor relief, in most cases, 
would cost more than’ outdoor relief. He 
(Mr. Cassidy) supported the bill, which, he 
said, only asked that the same treatment 
should he given to the destitute poor in 
Dublin City and County as was given to 
them in the rest of the country, Deputies 
Byrne and Good were asking for preferential 
treatment for Dublin. 

“NATIONALLY BAD.” 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.), opposing 
the amendment, said that he would like to 
hear some details as to the machinery to be 
set up for deciding disputed questions of 
residence qualifications. The abolition of the 
qualification would mean that there would be 
an increased drift of unemployed from the 
country to Dublin, and the results would be 
nationally bad. 

, It was the cost of the whole scheme that 
was worrying the people cf Dublin, but he 
did not agree that the Dublin ratepayers 
were against shouldering the responsibility.

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DUBLIN'S GOLDEN STREETS. - 

Mr, DAVIN: i ) asked the 
Minister what was the es cost, to the 
fianú of Dublin City and County by 
leaving out the residence qualification, and 
what was going to be saved by its inclusion. 
The City of Dublin ratepayers were livin 
on the fat of the land, and the signs 
wealth were to be seen on the streets, 

Mr. COLOHAN (Lab., Kildare) said that 
the residence clause was a double-edged 
weapon, and it could be used in the counties 
such as Kildare. Unemployment was being 
caused in the country by people using the 
‘buses to come to Dublin to make their pur- 
chases, and the Dublin shop- keeper was 
benefiting. It was grossly unfair to exact a 
two years’ residence qualification in the case 
of a person who found himself destitute in 
Dublin. 

The amendment was rejected by 108 votes 
to 9, the minority being composed entirely 
of Labour deputies. | 


GRAVE DANGER IN THE BILL. 


Professor THRIFT (Indpt. Dublin Univer- 
sity) moved an amendment to substitute 
three for two years’ residence in order to 
entitled persons to relief out of the work- 
house. He said that while they all recog- 
nised that this was an exceptional measure 
to relieve exceptional destitution, he and 
other Independent members were anxioys 
that ths exceptional. measure should not 
of a character which was likely to aggravate 
the evil which it was intended to remedy. 

They did not want that anything should 
be done which was calculated to increase 
unemployment, which was really the cause 
of destitution. They felt. that there 
was a great danger .that this bill 
would actually tend to increase unemploy- 
ment rather than to diminish it. There 
would be such a heavy extra charge on the 
rates that many persons and business firms 
would not be able to bear the burden, and 
that people would be thrown out of em- 
ployment. 

y admitted that the amendment if 
assed would have small effect, but it would 
ave some efiect in diminishing the charges 
on trade and industry. With the exception 
of the Labour members almost everybody 
admitted that Dublin was in an exceptional 
position, and that the exceptional unemploy- 
ment in the city was due to the number of 
smongys who were driven towards it in the 
pe of getting employment, There was, 
therefore, no point in the statement that in 
the bill they were only putting Dublin in the 
same position as other counties. 

Professor THRIFT quoted from the re- 
commendation of Mr.MacLysaght in the report 
of the Conimission’ on tlie relief of the sick 
and destitute, to the effect that there should 
be a three years’ qualification, and sub- 
mitted that that was a reasonable period to 
qualify for outdoor relief in this exceptional 
measure. 

Mr. MULCAHY, in opposing the amend- 
ment, said that Commissioner MacLysaght’s 
evidence was fully considered at the time, and 
the opinion was if it was thought advisable 
that there should be a residence qualification 
it should not be more than one year. Persons 
who had no exceptional qualifications could 
not receive institutional relief, which was 
more costly than outdoor reliel. He thought 
that the two years’ residence qualification was 
ample protection against the lure to persons 
unemploved to come to Dublin, and was also 
ample to provide for. persons who ought to 
be provided for. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8.), said that 
he opposed the amendment because he be- 
lieved that it would increase the burden on 
the rates. 

Proiessor THRIFT said that,.in face of the 
opposition of the Goyernment and the Fianna 
Fail Party, he would ask leave to withdraw 
the amendment. 

The amendment was accordingly withdrawn.

MINISTER’S ESTIMATE 


CHALLENGED. 


Mr. JOSEPH X. MURPHY (Independent, 
Dublin County), moved an amendment limit- 
ing the expenditure under the bill to an 
amount not exceeding that which would be 


produced by a rate of three shillings in the’ 


pound. He said that they did not want to 
give a blank cheque to those who were going: 
to administer the relief They should cut 
their coat according to their cloth, and if the 
three shillings did not suffice the balance 
should be made up by @ contribution from 
State. funds, 

Mr. MURPHY (Labour, Cork, W.), said 
that the amendment was contrary to the in- 
tention of the bill. He could see the point of 
limiting the number of cases to be dealt with. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8.), said that 
if the amendment were passed it would mean 
that some destitute poor would be unable to 
obtain relief, and the responsibility of giving 
their relief would have to be carried over 
to the next financial year. Fixing a figure 
would only mean dealing with the problem in 
a partial way. 

DIVIDENDS IN DUBLIN. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Government, Dublin, 
N.), denied the charge thet commercial firms 
in Dublin were making fortunes under exist- 
ing conditions. If they examined the balance 
sheets of Dublin firms they would find that 
the maximum dividends were ten per cent. ; 
many paid only two and a half per cent., and 
some were unable to pay any dividends at all. 
Smal! shopkeepers would he faced onder this 
bill with an addition of £20 to £30 on their 
rates. and at present they were finding it hard 
enough to carry on. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that all kinds of 
figures had been brought u as to the 
burden that would be placed on the Dublin 
ratepayers. There had been a volume of 
ermHicism based on what were alleged to be 
the possibilities of this bill, with the sugges- 
tion that Dublin was not a place where 
peo, le ought to invest capital. All that was 
entirely unfounded. It had. been suggested 
that an addition of £200,000 a year would 
be thrown on the rates, but he did not ac- 
cept that statement. He instanced “the 
amounts snevut during the last three years on 
outdoor relief. 

For the year ended March, 1927, the. sum 
was £99.607, including £11,000. for. special 
relief under Section 13. 

For the year ended March, 1928, the sum 
ag £86,050, inelnmding £4,500 for special re- 

ley. 

For the vear ended March, 1929, the sum 
was £88,538, including. £1,280 for special 
relief. 

The estimate in the present year, including 
certaih amounts for special relief, was 
£93,000. He admitted that the Commis- 
sioners would expect to exceed fhat amount, 
but those were figures for-the whole Unior 
area; and he was asked to believe that be 
cause relief was extended to the able-hodied 
an amount of £200,000 additional was going 
to be spent on the additional class of relief. 
His answer was that he did not believe it. 


: MR. MULCAHY'S HOPE. 

In face of the five shillings and six 
shillings that were mentioned he wished to 
say that, even if the additional £200,000 
were to be expended—which he did not be 
lieve--it would be less than 2s. 9d. in the 
rates for a full year. 

Mr. GOOD said that it was agreed that the 
coming rate would have fo cover a much 
longer period than one year—it would have 
to cover a period ot eighteen months. 

Mr. MULCAHY-—TI have said a full year. 

Assuming (he continued) that the bill came 
into operation on the Ist December next, and 
that they ran four months, and assuming 
a calculation of £200.000 had been made of 
expenditure running from month to month, 
there would be an addition of one-third-- 
that was ls. 4d. to the 2s. Od., making a 
total of 4s. 

He could not give exact figures, but he 
conid say, with a fnll sense of responsibility, 
that he did not betieve that the experditure 
on this particular class of relief, if adminis- 
tered as it ought to be, was going to be 
twice the expenditure on ordinary relief for 
the last few years. 

Mr. LEMASS asked if the Minister had 
any idea of the additional-number that would 
be relieved. 

‘DEUS ET MACHINA,” 

Mr. MULCAHY raid tliat it was estimated 
that the same number would be eligible as 
were being treated for outdoor belief. 
Deputies would appreciate how difficult it 
was to arrive at any figure. If they pat up 
the figure of three shillings it would be a 
figure to be aimed at, not only for this 
urticulay class of expenditure and not only

“ A VERY SERIOUS SITUATION.” 

Mr. GOOD (Ind., Dublin County) said 
that they got a figure of 2s. 9d. in the 
pound from Minister, and taking that as 
a basis it was clear that, with four of the 
worst months to go for which provision had 
not been made in the current estimates; but 
which would have to be ee emg for next 
year, the burden of the blin ratepayers 
next Lig would be over four shillings in the 
paund. Dr.. Dwyer’s figures, which Minis- 
ter had not accepted, showed that the in 
crease would be from ás. 9d, to 4s. 6d. in 
the case of Union charges, but that it would 
be from 5s. 3d. to 6s. 9d. in the pound if, 
as was proposed in the bill, the charge was 
a city one. 

This showed a very serious situation, and 
it was the first time that they had got a 
figure from the Minister—a figure to which 
they were entitled at an earlier date. if 
the House refased to put a three shillin 
limit on the additional expenditure it woul 
create a large element of suspicion in the 
minds of Dublin ratepayers. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that it was impossible 
to get anything approaching a comparatively 
correct estimate of the expenses of the pro- 
posed additional relief. He did not, how- 
ever, think that the figure would be anything 
like that mentioned by Deputy Good; but in 
any case it could only be found out by actual 
experience of the machinery that would be set 
up to meet the problem, The ratepayers 
need not fear that the burden which had 
been suggested would be placed upon them. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


APPORTIONING THE

Mr. GOOD Ea aarp Dublin County) 
moved as an amendment a new section, the

He said that at present the different areas 
in the State were discharging the #iabilities 
that were proposed to be: thrust on Dublin. 
From that it was: clear ‘that Dublin would 
be placed in an exceptional position, and the 
difficulty was how nes were going to meet 
that’ particular Durden, and distribute. it 
equitably. From the discussions that had 
taken place on the bill it was clear that there 
was a unanimous opinion that the burden 
which would fall on Dublin was not fair. At 
the conference of the respective public 
bodies interested, which had been called by 
the Minister,-it was urged that half of the 
moiety should be met by the State. The 
Minister was not prepared toaceept “that: Mr. 
McLysaght, a former Commissioner of the 
Dublin Union, .suggested in his evidence 
before the Poor Law Commission that the 
charge should be made a county charge. That 
system had been working in England for 
several years, and in the Free State they 
had the same principle in the mental hosp. 
fala, where the qualification for admission 
was confined to a particular area. That, to 
his mind, was the only equitable way of 
dealing with the problem. 


STIFLING ENTERPRISE. 

If they were going to add three, four or five 
shillings to the rates they were going to stifle 
the enterprise of the mtmicipality on the 
one hand and the enterprise of the individual 
on the other hand, and the bill, if passed, 
would do far more injury than it, would do 

ood, 

Dí conelusion, Mr. Good said that whilst 
he did not put forward the amendment as 
an ideal, solution, he would ask the House 
seriously to consider the principle as a 
practical proposition for dealing with the 
‘problem. 

Mr. MULCAHY, replying, said that they 
had the system in England, but every poor- 
law reformer who touched the question had 
argued -very strongly that it should be done 
away with. H it were adopted im the bill it 
iwould throw them into a chaotic; state. In 
addition to the confusion it would cause, it 
would be as costly as the cost. of relief itself, 

Mr. LEMASS said that while they thought 
it desirable that. Dublin should not be asked 
to bear the whole cost of providing relief to 
persons coming from other counties to Dublin; 
he did not think that the amendment offered 
a practical solution. He thourht, however, 
that some other means might be devised to 
meet the point of view of Deputy Good. His 
opinion was that the proceeds of the amuse- 
ments tax might be allocated towards the 
relief of the distress, to he distributed in 
proportion to the amount raised in a parti- 
cular district. That would ease the burden 
on the ratepapers and allow of a considerable 
snm to he devoted for the relief of destitution. 

The amendment was lost.

LABOUR REVEALS A NEW 
PROBLEM. 
Mr. MORRISSEY —“(Lab., ~ Tipperary)

Mr. DE VALERA resumed the debate on 
Dr. liyan's motion advocating the establish- 
ment of a wheat control board. He quoted 
the successes achieved in Norway and Switzer- 
land in securing increaséd supplies of bome- 
grown wheal and oats. The steps taken by 
these countries, he said, were similar to the 
proposal put forward by his party before 
the Economic Commission. It was that the 
State should purchase wheat from the 
growers at a price to be fixed from year to 
year, for a period of three years. The 


question as to what the amount of 
the subsidy should be could not be settled 
until the price paid the . millers 
was fixed, and that would the difference 


in price between what they paid and ihe 
cost of imported wheat: They had eal- 
culated that: the price which. would induce 
farmers to grow wheet would be about a 
quarter of a million pounds. . They esti- 
mater that this would result ‘in inereased 
wealth for the community to the extent oí 
a million and a quarter pounds. Apart 
altogether from any consideration except 
economic they regarded that the expendi. 
ture of a quarter million pounds to encourage 
wheat’ growing would 
economy, 

Mr. HEFFERNAN, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary for Posts and Telegraphs, said that 
the policy expoundéd by Fianna Fail was, 
in his opinion, based on fallacious promises. 
The question that increased REST oí 
wheat would cause increased tillage had nót 
been proved, and the question of substita- 
tion had never been decided. To his mind,

The reappearance of large blocks at*the 
opening at lower prices indicated further 
distress selling on the part .of -large 
gecounts, and until these are all liqui- 
dated it seems. unlikely that the market 
will be able to stage any -appreciable 
recovery. What will happen in the 
meantime it is hard to prophesy. 

Any way, Wall street and the country 
generally are beginning to ask how long 
this will continue, and why it is allowed 
to conturue. and, above all, why nothing 
is done to check it beyond optimistic state- 
ments by wealthy bankers and windy 
crations by politicians in Washington. 


TRADERS SQUEEZED OUT. 

Every day even the most conservative 
financiers have expected at least a halt 
in the decline, but every time they have 
been wrong, and thousands of traders 
who bought stoeks at last week's seem- 
ingly ridiculous levels, have again been 
squeezed out as a result of yesterday's

DUTY ON FISH 
BARRELS. 


REASONS FOR REJECTION 
BY TARIFF COMMISSION.

The reasons why the Tariff Commission 
rejected the application for a Customs duty 


of S34 per cent. on fish barrels imported 


into the Irish Free State are given in & 
report which was issued last EE ' 
Phe report, states that the barrel-making 


“-wmdustry in the Free State cannot be pro- 


tected without such prejudice to the fishing 
and curing industries as would constitute an 
economic injury of greater magnitude than 
the cessation of fish barrel making in the 
Free State. 

EFFECT OF TARIFF. 

“We are convinced,’’ the report adds, 
“that the herring and mackerel curing in- 
dustries would be jeopardised by the imposi- 
tion of a tariff on fish barrels. Even if such 
a tariff did not defeat its own ends by 
reducing the volume of curing carried out in 
this country, its benefits would be bmited to 
a comparatively small body of workers, pro- 
tair not exceeding 150 persons; while the 
number of persons whose interest might be— 
and, in our opinion, would be—prejudiced by 
it is incomparably greater. The Depart- 
ment of Lands and Fisheries ave 
estimated that the number of fishermen 
engaged in fishing for herring and 
mackerel is in the neighbourhood of 12,000. 
While the fishing ‘and curing industries pro- 
vide much indirect employment, barrel 
making in the Saorstat cannot do so. The 
staves must continue to be imported from 
Scandinavia, as the most suitable timber is 
at present grown there. The wooden hoops 
made from chestnut saplings or willow and 
the metal hoops will also continue to be 
imported. The applicants themselves do not 
claim that the production and preparation 
of the raw materials can be developed in the 
Saorstat as the result of a tariff.’’ 

The Scottish curers contended that a tariff 
on herring barrels would disorganise their 
system of business, and if they continued to 
cure in the Free State they would be com- 
pelled to purchase barrels from the Free 
State co-operages. They feared that in such 
circumstances they would be at the mercy 
of a few firms enjoying a virtual monopoly, 
and that their costs would be increased. 
“ A ‘tariff on herring barrels,’ says the re- 
port; “ would in the main be disadvantageous 
to the native Saorstat curers.”’ i

issioners yesterday—Dr. W. C. Dwyer, 

présiding—the re of the 

.. A. ©. Ellis, which had been 
postponed from. the last meeting for the 
observations of the Clerk, Mr. J. P. Condon, 
and the Master, Mr. E. Doyle, was con- 
sidered, with the replies of the Clerk 
and the Master. . Mr. P. J. Hernon and Mrs. 
Power also were present. 

The Commissioners decided to hold a 
special meeting at 3.30 p.m. to-morrow th 
consider the matter and issue a final report. 

In a letter submitting the Auditor's report, 
Mr, McCarron, Secretary to the Free State 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health, stated:—‘‘ The Minister regrets to 
observe that the Auditor has had to report 
that no improvement has taken place in the 
keeping of the accounts, except in the case 
of those — to the Pelletstown institu- | 
tion, and that little or no improvement ca 
be effected without a thorough reorganisa- 
tion of the entire staff. The Minister is of 
opinion that, in view of the nature of this 
report and those on former audits, both the 
Clerk and Master should be called upon to 
tender their resignations with a view te 
effecting the necessary reorganisation.” 

The report of the Auditor referring to the 
rents for the grazing of lands let at. Pellets- 
town stated:—‘‘In December, 1927, the 
Commissioners were notified that the 
auctioneers, Messrs. McKeown, MacKeogh and 
Co., had gone into liquidation. Since that 
date an offer of 5s. in the £ in the sum 
of £405 8s. due by the~firm has been 
accepted but not received. -l have investi- 
gated this matter very carefully, and find 
that neither the Clerk nor the Master ever 
noticed that this revenue was not forth- 
coming during the two years, and conse- 

uently did not notify the firm by letter 
that the rent for the year 1925 or 1926 was 
not received before December, 1927. it 
appears incredible that such a lack of interest 
in their duties and absolute incapacity to 
supervise a large institution should be found 
in two senior officers paid at the rate of 
£1,000 and £700 per annum, the latter salary 
carrying valuable extra allowances. 

“The Clerk defended himself by saying 
that the Master was responsible, and that 
he had not sufficient staff to cope with the 
work, while the Master contended that toe 
Clerk was responsible, but that he had over- 
looked the matter. The result of their 
failure to discharge their duties has, how- 
ever, resulted in a loss of about £300.’’ 

LEGAL TECHNICALITIES. 

The Auditor added that, owing to legal 
technicalities, he did not feel in a positicn to 
charge these two officers with the loss, but 
was of opinion that, if such a loss were 
caused by an employé in any firm, he would 
be severely censured, if not diseharged from 
the employment. The Auditor went on to 
report. that he went very carefully ints the 
books and records kept by the Master and 
staff, and that, while the main books ap- 
peared to be fairly well kept, such was not 
the case when the subsidiary books were

The bill will be read a second time on 
Wednesday next. 

The bill provides that the powers and 
duties of the Lough Neagh Trustees and the 
Lower Bann Navigation. Trustee will be 
transferred té the Ministry of Finance, which 
will have power to regulate the discharge of 
water from Lough Neagh and the flow of 
the main channel of the Lower Bann river. 
The Ministry is to prepare a scheme for 
carrying out the drainage of Lough Neagh, 
showing the rivers and streams to be dealt 
with, and the land proposed to be acquired.

The debate on the second reading of the 
Housing Bill was continued, 

Mr. ‘Thomas Henderson (Independent, 
Shavkill) said that speculative builders were 
building housés at a cost of between £230 
and £290, and getting a subsidy of £140. 
Some of these houses, which oniy cost the 
builder a little over £100, were being sold 
for nearly £500. No workingman was able 
to pay this sum. 

Mr. Robert Crawford (Unionist, Mid- 
Antrim) said that, although the size of the 
houses was increased by fifty superficial feet, 
he thonght that this was not sufficient. The 
Minister of Home Affairs would make a 
tremendous mistake if he did not approve of 
a larger type of house for subsidy purposes. 

Mr. Nixon (Independent, Woodvale) also 
urged a larger type of house. | 

Mr. Joseph Devlin said that the Govern- 
ment should have evolved a well-thought-out 
scheme of town-planning and housing. . The 
Government had not touched the slum system 
at all; and in a short time they would have 
more slums than ever. 

Major Shillington (U., Centra] Armagh). 
while supporting the bill, advocated the grant- 
ing of a subsidy for a superficial area of 750 
square feet house. 

Mr, Cahir Healy (Nationalist, South Fer- 
managh), said that he wondered how much of 
the credit for the buildimg of new houses was 
due to the Government and how much to 
building. societies. 

LARGER HOUSES AND TAXATION.

e, . From the success of the 650 feet 
use, his confirmed view was that they would 
soon teach a time when the surplus of houses 
would be so great as to force down the rents, 
which was the primary object of the Govern- 
ment. At present the submission of plans 
was at the rate of over 400 per month. In 
Belfast there was no such thing as a slum in 
the British sense of the word. By increasing 
the eost of houses ther would increase the 
tg on the tenants, thereby causing hard- 
ship.

PENSIONS FOR OLDER 
CLERGY PROPOSED. 


CHURCH ASSEMPLY MEASURE

CORK HARBOUR 
DEVELOPMENT. 


PROPOSED OUTLAY OF 
£2,000,000. 
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‘From OUR SPECIAL CORRBESPO ; 
mm CORK, Wednesday. 
Cork Harbour Commissioners heard with 
mingled feelings of a huge scheme, involvin 
an expenditure of close on two million pounds 
for the development oi tn port, and its 
establishment as a national free port. The 
roject was outlined at a meeting of the 
Board to-day by Mr. Joseph N. Mullan, 
Executive Vice-l’vesident oi tne Ireland Vor 
ration of Ameiica, a group of American 
nanciers, who, ft ig said, are anxious to 
advance a long-term loan at a low rate of 
interest for the carrying out of the scheme. 
The estimated cost of making this develo 
ment amounts to £1;630,650 sterling, and the 
scheme provides the removal of the harbour 
rock—frequently described as the natural 
breakwater protecting Queenstown and suf- 
rounding districts—together with the dredg- 
ing of the Turbot Bank. This latter obstruc- 
tion in the centre of the harbour Is a moving 
sand-bank, the existence of which is attr 
buted to the action of the currents round a 

hundred-year-old submerged wreck. — 

A large sum is also allocated for the 
deepening of the River Lee channel to a site 
at Little Island, midway between Cork and 
Queenstown, where vessels up to thirty-five 
feet draught can be accommodated. Here 
it is suggested that over three hundred acres 
of land can be reclaimed to provide additional 
area for the erection of warehouses, cold 
sturage plants and industrial sites, which 
uil be necessary as the scheme developed. 
At Little Island a huge concrete waterfront 
pulkhead would be constructed, with ware- 
houses, grain elevators, custom facilities, ad- 
ministrative offices, passenger stations, 
together with hangars for a and areo- 
planes. Alongside this would be dry dock 
nerthing for vessels under repairs, together 
with complete up-to-date equipment for load- 
iag and unloading cargoes, with the provision 
cf adequate railhead facilities. 

THE FREE STATE SUBSIDY. 

This, in brief, is the scheme which Mr. 
Mullan has placed before the Cork Harour 
Commissioners, and he declares that even at 
an ultra-econservative estimate the probable 
revenue to be derived would justify their tak- 
‘mg the project in hand. He did not disclose 
this revenue, but [ am in a position to state 
that it is caleulated on the basis of half a 
million tons of goods being handled annually, 
which would provide a potential income of 
£6,120. Added to- this amount, there is a 
verv problematical subsidy of one and a half 
mhion dollars from the Free State Govern- 
ment.
